The writer ends his article by stating the means and procedures which may 
be resorted to when applying these patterns* These measures include the 
iinportance of depending on potentialities available at the schools, 
flexibility in application, linking vocational activity in the prcgparatory 
stage with that in the secondary stage, reaction with the environment and 
thf coJWtiunity and benefiting frotn the available potentialities. 
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
